THE PAINFUL PROCESS OF GROWING UP 


GOOD MANY years ago I taught a Bible 
ae camp in one of our smaller states. The at- 

tendance was not large, but our fellowship was 
sO wonderful it is one of the fondest memories I have 
today. Our discussions were informal and pleasant, 
with a closeness of fellowship that frequently extended 
our study beyond the hour of closing even to our 
tables at the lunch hour. We were a small, closely- 
knit group with love and interest and understanding 
that make up the tender, beginning phase of Christian 
living. 

For several years the Bible classes were a high point 
of each summer, with quite a few others joining in 
as the annual camp grew. As others heard of our 
exciting study they attended in larger and larger num- 
bers. I went back to that state a few years ago for 
another such meeting. How it had changed! 

Instead of the compact group of 20 or 30 to 50, 
the Bible camp had swollen to several hundred. By 
necessity the study periods lost their informal, round- 
table atmosphere and became more restrained and 
purposefully organized. In short,we had grown so large 
that our study was less fun than it had been when we 
were smaller. The camp was doing more good, but it 
was having less fun doing it. That is one of the most 
painful aspects of growing up. We had to sacrifice 
some of the informal pleasure in order to attain a 
greater efficiency. To many of the “old-timers,” the 
large present-day classes cannot compare in pleasure 
with the memories they have of the past. 

Another incident reminded me recently of the pain- 
ful process of growing up. Shortly after my conversion 
I read a book that thrilled me as few books have in 
my lifetime. Reading it was a happy experience that 
I have always remembered fondly. When I began read- 
ing it again several days ago, I was not only unable 
to enjoy it, but was surprised that I had ever enjoyed 
it. It had numerous theological errors that I was not 
aware of when I first read it, but that now stuck up 
to pain me like so many sore thumbs. I was left a 
little sad to realize that I had outgrown something 
that had once brought me such pleasure. It was fun 
to read without questioning and analyzing; it was 
dangerous but it was fun. ; 

Growing up is a painful process. Some are not able 
to survive it; they hold to the past like a retarded 


child clinging forever to some toy. Growth brings 
change from carefree pleasure to responsibility and 
obligation. This is no less true in the spiritual life than 
in the physical. A refusal to grow up or accept the fact 
of growing up simply because it is more pleasant, 
comfortable or carefree to remain small is sickness— 
a sickness just as real as that of the child who never 
grows up in body or in mind. It is a spiritual sickness 
wherever it is found, in the individual, in the local 
church, or in the Church general.

CONVICTIONS AND PREJUDICES 


Do YoU FEEL VERY strongly about certain 
things—either for or against them? It may be that 
you really have a heartfelt conviction about the mat- 
ter—but there is an equal chance that you only have 
a prejudice. Prejudices are usually very bad, for that 
indicates that you have judged something before you 
heard both sides of it, and that you radically hold 
a view without any good reason. Convictions are good, 
for they are reached only after careful study and 
analysis of the subject; they are reached through the 
accumulation of facts and evidences. Keep your con- 
victions, but discard your prejudices before they ruin 
you and others. 

A good criterion by which to know a conviction 
from a prejudice is this: you can discuss a con- 
viction in a private conversation with one of opposing 
views in calm, quiet conversational speech, when you 
must rely upon facts; but you cannot treat a prej- 
udice so calmly, for, lacking facts, you must resort to 
loud speech, ranting, stubbornness or rudeness. Any 
belief you can promote from the pulpit better than 
in calm discussion with one person of opposite faith 
may prove to be merely a prejudice. 

Consider the things that cause you strong feeling: 
the race question, politics, church denominations, 
church doctrines, or any other. Are your views really 
convictions, or are they prejudices? While your views 
may be good and proper, they still need to be found- 
ed upon the conviction that comes from cold reason- 
ing. Hot-headed prejudices may be your undoing— 
for they are not worthy foundations. Do not depend 
upon bluster and emotion to prove your views. Be 
reasonable; arrive at sincere convictions; then stand 
on and for them.

persons who have received the Holy 
Ghost, and the more than 154 per- 
sons who were baptized in water 
are rejoicing today because of the 
wonderful plan of salvation and be- 
cause Christ allowed some dedi- 
cated Christian worker in Missouri 
to come their way. 


In a state which already boasts 
thousands of full-gospel churches, 
the Church of God has realized 4 
new churches organized during this 
period. Four hundred thirty-three 
members have been added to the 
Church with a net gain of 83 mem- 
bers. In addition to the 48 church- 
es, Missouri has 3 branch Sunday 
Schools with bright prospects of 
soon becoming organized churches. 

In January of 1956 the Church 
of God was fortunate to purchase 
30 acres of land for a state camp 
site for the very reasonable amount 
of $750. Immediately part of the 
land was surveyed and sectioned 
into lots. A deep well was dug, and 
a powerful pump with a water 
storage tank was installed. A cafe- 
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Missouri 


teria, 30 x 50 feet, was constructed 
and furnished. 

In the fall of 1956 construction 
was begun on the campground tab- 
ernacle. Although donated labor 
was used, the tabernacle was near 
completion for the 1957 camp 
meeting. Of steel and concrete con- 
struction, the 80 x 120 feet tab- 
ernacle actually cost just over 
$15,000; but because the material 
was bought at less than wholesale 
and the labor was donated, con- 
struction experts have set its eval- 
uation at $30,000. Altogether we in 
Missouri have put almost $30,000 
into the development of our camp- 
oo. Today the campground in- 

ebtedness is but $10,000, and the 
plans are to liquidate that indebt- 
edness in the next 5 years. 

To comprehend that the Missouri 
Church of God could undertake 
such a tremendous task and bring it 
to its present state of coe ge is 
impossible without realizing that 
with God all things are possible. 
The state overseer and the State 
Council have kept a strict watch 
on the state treasury and have 
spent the money wisely. This, cou- 
oe with the untiring efforts of 
he ministers and lay members, has 
given Missouri a campground to be 
proud of, and one that will con- 


tinue to serve the needs of the 
Church of God in Missouri for 
many years. 


New church buildings have been 
constructed at Carthage, Cantwell, 
Ste. Genevieve, Dudley and Mat- 
thews with a combined evaluation 
of more than $115,000. The church 
at Hurley has purchased a new 
building and remodeled it to meet 
its needs. A big step forward was 
taken recently in St. Louis by the 
Mississippi Avenue Church. Having 
outgrown their present building, 
the church has panseaed the 
Lutheran Church building with 
educational building for 5,000. 
The building is valued at $80,000. 
The church at North St. Joseph 
has constructed a new parsonage, 
and many other churches have re- 
pomee and remodeled their church 

uildings and parsonages.

WISCONSIN — MINNESOTA 
Gateway to the Vorthwest

Wisconsin and Minnesota were 
again grouped ether under one 
overseer at the last Assembly. These 
states are classified as mission 
states as they are not strong 
enough to support a state adminis- 
tration. Their state administration 
is supported largely by funds from 
our General Headquarters. At pres- 
ent there are 10 churches in Wis- 
consin and 2 in Minnesota, with a 
total membership of 442. 

In many respects the situation 
at the last Assembly was somewhat 
bewildering to me. Six of the 
churches were without pastors. 
These were spread over an area of 
hundreds of miles. However, 
thanks to the hard and conscien- 
tious labor of the former overseer 
and, of course, the hand of God, I 
found a people who were eager to 
cooperate. e Lord has supplied 
us with good ministers who are 
working faithfully and unselfishly 
for the cause of Christ and His 
Church in this needy field. The 
need is generally a spiritual one, 
for these states possess as much 
natural beauty and resources as 
can be found almost anywhere. 
There is a tremendous amount of 
diversified indust in the cities 
and their farmlands are very fer- 
tile. Most of the population ap- 
pear to be Catholic. However, in 
spite of difficulties, God is blessing 
His people. 

The reports since last Assembly 
through February of this year show 
169 saved, 65 sanctified, 27 filled 
with the Holy Spirit, 42 baptized 
in water, and 65 added to the 
Church. The tithe record shows an 
increase of 62%. 

We have been very fortunate in 
securing epee sent Among those 
who have conducted successful re- 


vivals are: Evelyn Zin k, Zion, 
Ill.; C. B. Donohue, Chattanooga, 
Tenn.; Howard Hanley, Belton, S 


C.; Byron Donahue, Chattanccss, 
Tenn.; George W. Alford, Dyers- 
burg, Tenn.; and L. O. Vaught, 
Minot, N. D. 

Last September Brother W. E. 
Johnson, Overseer of Georgia, and 
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his fine State Council, on behalf 
of the churches in Georgia, sent 
us five preachers who con- 
ducted simultaneous revivals. They 
were: Paul T. Stover, North Rome; 
Tommie Harper, Rossville; A. S. 
Yorkman, Marietta; Kelland Jeff- 
ords, Griffin; and Charles Clark, 
South Atlanta. Space will not per- 
mit an account of these meetings, 
but they were a great blessing to 
the work here in many ways. ese 
brethren tell me that the experi- 
ence was also a blessing to their 
ministry. 

In May Brother W. C. Byrd, Over- 
seer of Tennessee, and ten Tennes- 
see preachers invaded Wisconsin 
for revivals. The state financed five 
of these men, including the over- 
seer, state Sunday School and youth 
director, and three others whom 
the overseer selected. Then the fol- 
lowing churches sent their pastors: 
North Chattanooga, Cleo Watts; 
North Cleveland, Floyd Timmer- 
man; East Ridge (Chattanooga), 
Newby Thompson; Knoxville, Lloyd 
Jones; and Nashville, Marshall Rob- 
erson. 

I am _ overwhelmed with the 
thoughtfulness of the state admin- 
istration and these blessed church- 
es. Surely God will not fail to bless 
such loving service. I sincerely 
trust that the example set by 
Georgia and Tennessee will become 
an annual occurrence in the state 
on of all our larger states 
until all of our mission states will 
be getting experienced and com- 
— vege rs istic help each year 

rom their “big brothers.” 


We have also been blessed with 
wonderfully spiritual monthly fel- 
lowship meetings. Some people 
drive 200 miles and more to attend 
these meetings. At the last 2 meet- 
ings there has been only standing 
room. 


Another thing that has greatly 
helped our work here is the state 
youth camp. These camps were first 
started several years ago by the 
former overseer. Last year the total 
enrollment, including administra-

tion, was 100. We are expecting it 
to go higher this year. We are 
fortunate to be able to rent a 
beautiful camp site on Crooked 
Lake near Wausau, Wisconsin. 

Two of our churches have won 
honors in church-sponsored con- 
tests. Last year Mosinee, Wiscon- 
sin, with Ben Norris, pastor, won 
third prize in the Publishing House 
Contest. This year Antigo, Wiscon- 
sin, and their pastor, Clifford El- 
liott, won the grand prize in the 
Sunday School Contest sponsored 
by the National Sunday School and 
Youth Department of the Church. 

There is also much to be thank- 
ful for from a material standpoint. 
We now have only 4 churches with- 
out a parsonage. We have secured 
3 parsonages since the Assembly. 
The Kenosha, Wisconsin, Church 
remodeled an addition to the 
church building and furnished a 
nice four-room parsonage. 

With the help of General Head- 
p mergee we have purchased our 

irst church property in Milwaukee. 
It is located in a good section of 
town and consists of an auditor- 
ium, nursery, full basement, and a 
six-room modern apartment for a 
arsonage. The total cost was only 
ns James L. Tharp is the pas- 
or. 

On the front cover is the picture 
of the new Minneapolis Church 
which was purchased last fall for 
the low sum of $25,000. It is located 
in a nice residential area and is 
beautifully arranged. It would 
cost over $100,000 to build a build- 
ing like it today. It is in excellent 
repair, having been occupied by the 
Bethel Covenant Church until they 
moved into their new building only 





























a few weeks before we moved into 
this one. The building is 66 feet 
square and has an auditorium and 
balcony seating a total of 500. The 
windows are colored art glass. It 
has a very nice pastor’s study, Sun- 
day School office and choir room, 
a full daylight basement with a 
large kitchen and dining room, and 
an auditorium for prayer meetings, 
Sunday School space, and social 
gatherings. A four-room apartment 
in the oe has been remodeled 
and converted into a lovely six- 
room parsonage with private en- 
trance. The Y.P.E. has bought a 
new grand piano. An active 
L.W.W.B. is of considerable finan- 
cial assistance. 

The church sold its old building 
and Headquarters allowed us to sell 
the old state parsonage and bor- 
row the proceeds without interest. 
The 1958 State Convention will be 
at this church June 5-8. It is lo- 
cated at the corner of 25th Avenue 
and E. 22nd Street. 

Without help from our Head- 
quarters we would not have these 
fine buildings in Milwaukee and 
Minneapolis, both centers of teem- 
ing thousands of people who need 
the Church of God message. This 
points up the advantages of our 
present organized system of fi- 
nance. 

The church at Prairie du Chien, 
Wisconsin, on the banks of the 
Mississippi, is planning a dedica- 
torial service in their new building 
very soon now. It is valued at ap- 
proximately $17,000. They only owe 
about $3,000. Thank the Lord for 
Terry Sellers and his 13 members 
and their friends! 

The church at Herman, Minne- 
sota, has completed an extensive 
remodeling job on their parsonage, 
amounting to approximately $2,500. 
A new bath was installed, a utility 
room added, built-in cabinets in- 
stalled in the kitchen, and other 
remodeling was done. They plan 
to build a vestibule and tower on 
the front of the church this spring. 
The pastor, Tom Haley, was re- 
cently chosen Scoutmaster of the 
town troop 156 by the troop com- 
mittee of the sponsoring group, the 
local P.T.A. 


An acre lot was donated to the 
Pleasant Valley, Wisconsin, Church 
on state highway 64. The church 
and parsonage were located on a 
dead-end gravel road. Brother 
Ronald Eskins, the pastor, and his 
people built basements on the new 
lot and had both buildings moved 
to the new location. After they were 
moved both were redecorated. 

The Antigo, Wisconsin, Church 
has installed a new rest room and 
a new kitchen in the church base- 
ment. 

In Crandon, Wisconsin, where 
Jack L. Gray is pastor, ass ! have 
installed a new furnace in the 
church and installed the former 


church furnace in the parsonage. 
They have also put new insulwood 
siding on the church building and 
plan to add a vestibule and new 
pews before long. 

The Mosinee, Wisconsin Church 
has had a new well dug and a new 
pump installed which now sup- 
plying an adequate amount of good 
water to their nicely furnished 
parsonage. New living room and 
bedroom furniture has been pur- 
chased since the Assembly. 

We were happy to license Wil- 
liam Sandoval who came to us from 
another Pentecostal church with 
high recommendation from his 
general superintendent. We have 
high hopes for his efforts as the 
~ pastor at Sheboygan, Wiscon- 
sin. 

We were also glad to welcome 
from Montana Brother James R. 
Lafferty to the pastorate of the 
Green Bay, Wisconsin Church. 
Brother Lafferty is well liked in 
Green Bay and we expect the 
church to prosper under his pas- 
torate. 

Brother Earl Schultze has moved 
to Jenkins, Minnesota, and has or- 
ganized our first Sunday School in 
northern Minnesota. He is pastor- 
ing a group of people who are 
presently worshipping in a com- 
munity church. We are praying for 
an organized church there. 

We are also planning for an- 
other church in Minneapolis or St. 
Paul. At present I am preaching 
as opportunity affords for an in- 
dependent holiness group who have 
a building in Wausaw and have ex- 
pressed an interest in uniting with 
the Church of God.

I would try to pray, 
but every time something would say 
to have Brother Long anoint me 
and I did. Anyone who has been 
healed knows what a wonderful ex- 
perience it was. I felt God’s healing 
co. from my head down to my 
eet. I didn’t know for sure that I 
was healed until Brother Long told 
me that I was healed if I would ac- 
cept it. Today I would stake m 
life on anything that he would tell 
you about your soul or the healing 
of your y because I have never 
seen anyone that lives as close to 
the Lord as Brother Long does. 

I went back to the doctor to 
prove that I was healed, and he 
was really amazed that he didn’t 
find any sugar in my blood. I was 
not surprised because what the 
Lord makes whole is whole. There 
just isn’t enough time left for me 
to praise and thank the Lord for 
what He has done for me. My 
greatest desire is to let my light 
shine out and to help lost souls 
find Jesus before it is teo late.

Monday, July 14 
Scripture, Proverbs 4:23
